Claims 1-53 satisfy the criteria under PCT Articles 33(2)-33(4) for novelty, inventive step and industrial 
applicability.

The claims are directed to a laminated tamper evident security document, which if altered, would be able to 
reveal the fraudulent alteration of the document. 

The document is constructed in such a manner that unless the security layer IG is repositioned relative to the 
support layer and corresponding security layer 16 so that the parts 26 and 26' of the composite security device 
30 are perfectly in register, it is virtually impossible to reassemble the document 10 in an authentic manner. 
None of the prior art documents disclose such a construction neither would it be obvious to arrive at such a 
construction. 
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
